FOLLOWING IS DRAFT RES ON SUBJECT, WHICH MAY BE 
VOTED ON IN PLENARY DEC. 11. REQUEST VOTING 
INSTRUCTION. 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

HAVING EXAMINED THE CHAPTERS OF THE REPORT OF THE SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE ON THE SITUATION WITH REGARD TO THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THE DECLARATION ON THE GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE TO 
COLONIAL COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES RELATING TO THE QUESTION 
OF PUBLICITY FOR THE WORK OF THE UNITED NATIONS IN THE 
FIELD OF DECOLONIZATION, 

RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 1514 (XV) OF 14 DECEMBER 1960, 

CONTAINING THE DECLARATION ON THE GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE 
TO COLONIAL COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES, AND ITS RESOLUTION 
2621 (XXV) OF 12 OCTOBER 1970, CONTAINING THE PROGRAMME 
OF ACTION FOR THE FULL IMPLEMENTATION OE THE DECLARATION, 

AS WELL AS RESOLUTION 3164 (XXVIII) OF 14 DECEMBER 1973 
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CONCERNING THE DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION ON DECOLONIZATION, 
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STRESSING THE URGENT NEED TO AROUSE WORLD PUBLIC OPINION 
ON A CONTINUOUS BASIS WITH A VIEW TO ASSISTING EFEECTIVELY 
THE PEOPLES OE THE COLONIAL TERRITORIES TO ACHIEVE SELE- 
DETERMINATION, FREEDOM AND INDEPENDENCE AND, IN PARTICULAR, 

TO INTENSITY THE WIDESPREAD AND CONTINUOUS DISSEMINATION 
OE INEORMATION ON THE STRUGGLE FOR LIBERATION BEING 
WAGED BY THE PEOPLES IN THE COLONIAL TERRITORIES IN AERICA 
GUIDED BY THEIR NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, 

TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE RELATED SUGGESTIONS OE THE SPECAIL 
COMMITTEE AS WELL AS THE VIEWS EXPRESSED IN THAT REGARD 
BY REPRESENTATIVES OF THE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
WHO PARTICIPATED AS OBSERVERS IN THE WORK OE THE SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE AND THE EOURTH COMMITTEE, 

REITERATING THE IMPORTANCE OE PUBLICITY AS AN INSTRUMENT 
EOR EURTHERING THE AIMS AND PURPOSES OE THE DECLARATION 
AND MINDEUL OE THE PRESSING NEED FOR THE OEFICE OE PUBLIC 
INEORMATION OF THE SECRETARIAT TO INTENSITY ITS EEFORTS 
TO ACQUAINT WORLD PUBLIC OPINION WITH ALL ASPECTS OE THE 
PROBLEMS OE DECOLONIZATION, 

BEARING IN MIND THE INCREASINGLY IMPORTANT ROLE BEING 
PLAYED IN THE WIDESPREAD DISSEMINATION OE RELEVANT INEORMATION 
BY A NUMBER OE NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS HAVING A 
SPECIAL INTEREST IN THE FIELD OF DECOLONIZATION, 

1. APPROVES THE CHAPTERS OE THE REPORT OP THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON THE SITUATION WITH REGARD TO THE IMPLEMENTATION OP 

THE DECLARATION ON THE GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE TO COLONIAL 
COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES RELATING TO THE QUESTION OP 
PUBLICITY EOR THE WORK OP THE UNITED NATIONS IN THE FIELD 
OP DECOLONIZATION; 

2. REAPFIRMS THE VITAL IMPORTANCE OP URGENTLY EFPECTING 
THE WIDEST POSSIBLE DISSEMINATION OP INEORMATION ON THE 
EVILS AND DANGERS OP COLONIALISM, IN PARTICULAR 

THE CONTINUING STRUGGLERW W 
BBTOION#BEING WAGED BY 
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THE PEOPLES IN THE COLONIAL TERRITORIES IN AERICA, 

AS WELL AS THE EPPORTS BEING MADE BY THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY TO ASSIST IN THE ELIMINATION OP THE REMAINING 
VESTIAGE OP COLONIALISM IN ALL ITS PORMS; 

3. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL, HAVING REGARD 

TO THE SUGGESTIONS OP THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE, TO CONTINUE 
TO TAKE CONCRETE MEASURES THROUGH ALL THE MEDIA AT HIS 
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DISPOSAL, INCLUDING PUBLICATIONS, RADIO AND TELEVISION, 

TO GIVE WIDESPREAD AND CONTINUOUS PUBLICITY TO THE 
WORK OF THE UNITED NATIONS IN THE FIELD OE DECOLON- 
IZATION, TO THE SITUATION IN THE COLONIAL TERRITORIES 
AND TO THE CONTINUING STRUGGLE FOR LIBERATION BEING WAGED 
BY THE COLONIAL PEOPLES AND, INTER ALIA: 

(A) TO INTENSITY THE ACTIVITIES OF ALL INFORMATION CENTRES, 
PARTICULARLY THOSE LOCATED IN WESTERN EUROPE; 

(B) TO MAINTAIN A CLOSE WORKING RELATIONSHIP WITH THE 
ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY BY HOLDING PERIODIC CONSULTATIONS 
AND BY SYSTEMATICALLY EXCHANGING RELEVANT INEORMATION 

WITH THAT ORGANIZATION; 

(C) TO ENLIST, EROM THE NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS 

IN CONSULTATIVE STUST WITH THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL 
AND EROM THOSE NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS HAVING A 
SPECIAL INTEREST IN THE FIELD OE DECOLONIZATION, SUPPORT 
IN THE DISSEMINATION OF THE RELEVANT INEORMATION; 

(D) TO PUBLISH, IN CONSULTATION WITH THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE, 

THE PERIODICAL OBJECTIVE: JUSTICE AND THE BULLETIN "UNITED 
NATIONS AND SOUTHERN AFRICA" IN OTHER LANGUAGES BESIDES 
ENGLISH AND FRENCH, AS APPROPRIATE; 

4. FURTHER REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL, IN CONSULTATION 
WITH THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE AND THROUGH THE OFFICE OE PUBLIC 
INFORMATION AND THE UNIT ON INFORMATION RELATING TO 
DECOLONIZATION ESTABLISHED IN PURSUANCE OF RESOLUTION 
3164 (XXVIII), TO CONTINUE TO COLLECT, PREPARE AND DIS- 
SEMINATE, ON A REGULAR BASIS, BASIC MATERIAL, STUDIES 

AND ARTICLES RELATING TO THE PROBLEMS OF DECOLONIZATION, 

AND, TO THAT END, TO MAKE PROVISION FOR THE NECESSARY 
PERSONNEL AND FACILITIES; 

5. REQUESTS MEMBER STATES, IN PARTICULAR THE ADMINISTERING 
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POWERS, TO CO-OPERATE FULLY WITH THE SECRETARY-GENERAL IN 
THE DISCHARGE OF THE TASKS ENTRUSTED TO HIM UNDER PARAGRAPHS 
3 AND 4 ABOVE; 

6. INVITES ALL STATES, THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND OTHER 
ORGANIZATIONS WITHIN THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM AND NON- 
GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS IN CONSULTATIVE STATUS 
WITH THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL, AS WELL AS OTHER 
NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS HAVING A SPECIAL INTEREST 
IN THE EIELD OF DECOLONIZATION, TO UNDERTAKE OR INTENSIFY, 

IN CO-OPERATION WITH THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND WITHIN THEIR 
RESPECTIVE SPHERES OE COMPETENCE, THE LARGE-SCALE 
DISSEMINATION OF THE INEORMATION REEERRED TO IN 
PARAGRAPH 2 ABOVE; 
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7. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO REPORT TO THE SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OE THE PRESENT RESOLUTION; 

8. REQUESTS THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO CONTINUE TO SEEK SUITABLE 
MEANS FOR THE EEFECTIVE DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION 

ON DECOLONIZATION AND, IN PARTICULAR, TO HOLD CONSULTATIONS, 
AS APPROPRIATE, WITH THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY 
AND THE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS CONCERNED, AS 
WELL AS WITH THE NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS HAVING 
A SPECIAL INTEREST IN THE FIELD OF DECOLONIZATION; 

9. FURTHER REQUESTS THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO FOLLOW 

THE IMPLEMENTATION OE THE PRESENT RESOLUTION AND REPORT 
THEREON TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT ITS 
THIRTIETH SESSION.
